Chicago, Aug. 7.—The session of

(follow him wherever he should choose 
"o lead. 
This was the spirit of the 
recaption accorded the former presi­ 
dent when he reached the convention 
jail and it was this spirit with which 
is advanced ideas of progressiveness 
’ere received as fast as they were 
ttered. 
The doors of the convention hall 
ad been thrown open to the public 
fter Colonel Roosevelt reached the 
Coliseum and the big auditorium held 
ne of its greatest crowds.

Colonel Roosevelt departed most fre­ 
quently from his manuscript when dis­ 
cussing the judiciary. He spoke of the

“I’m not attacking the Judges,” he 
added. 
“I am upholding the hands of 
the honest judge.” 
The delegates cheered for several 
minutes when Colonel Roosevelt de­ 
clared that instead of advocating So­ 
cialism or anarchy he really was urg­ 
ing “a corrective to Socialism and an­ 
tidote to anarchy.” 
After talking an hour and a quar­ 
ter Colonel Roosevelt started to close 
his speech. 
He had omitted about 
one-half of the prepared speech and 
some one pointed out that he had for­ 
gotten to discuss the tariff. 
“T hat’s so,” he exclaimed. "I’ve left 
out the tariff. 
But I don’t want to 
toke up the time of the convention and 
copies of the complete apeeeh will be 
distributed later.”

The state constitution 
provides 
that property used for c rtaiu speci­ 
fied purposes shall lie ext nipt from 
taxation. 
Exempt properly may ne 
divided into four general classes, l l ) 
educational. (2) religious, (3» ch a ri­ 
table, and (4) public. 
In addition to the above, there may 
be exempted from taxation personal 
property not exceeding in value $200 
for each household, 
individual 
or 
head of a family, as th e legislature 
may determine. 
Property used for educational pur­ 
poses includes public libraries1, pub­ 
lic school houses, academies, colleges, 
universities, and all seminaries of 
learning. 
Property 
leased 
to 
an 
educational institution, however, or 
property owned by such an institu­ 
tion but not devoted to or necessary 
for its use is not exempt from taxa­ 
tion. 
Church 
property 
includes 
all 
churches and houses of worship and 
the land necessary for the proper 
use and enjoyment of tile same. Mere 
ownership by a church, however, docs 
not necessarily exempt the property 
from taxation. 
Under the decisions 
of the courts a parsonage or a lec­ 
tor}- belonging 
to a church, 
even 
though used in part for religious ser­ 
vices, is not exempt from taxation; 
nor is land or other property owned 
by a church but not used for church 
purposes exempt property. 
Property used for charitable pur­ 
poses includes pu otic hospitals, and 
all institutions of purely public ch a r­ 
ity, such as almhouses, homes foi or­ 
phans, the aged or dependents, cad 
all other property devoted exclusive­ 
ly

Public property includes all prop­ 
erty of th e federal and state gov­ 
ernments, and the property of cacti 
municipality of tile state used for 
public purposes. 
Property owned ny 
a municipality but not used or nec­ 
essary for public purposes is not ex­ 
empt from taxation. 
in a general way it may be said 
that it is the use, not the ownership, j 
that determines the question of ex­ 
emption. 
Constitutional 
provisions 
governing exemptions, and statu to ry 
laws based on tile constitution, are 
strictly construed 
by the 
courts. 
Such exemptions are regarded as an 
abrogation of part of the sovereignty 
of tile state, and they are consequent­ 
ly confined to tile strict letter of the 
constitution, and can neither be en­ 
larger nor extended by legislative e n ­ 
actment. 
N otw ithstanding these restrictions 
the legislature lins from time to time 
enacted laws exempting from taxa­ 
tion oth er classes of property no* 
embraced in the constitutional pro­ 
vision. 
It lins, for instance, attem p ­ 
ted to exempt tile property of incor­ 
porated district and county agricul­ 
tural societies, and the buildings and 
other property owned and used ex­ 
clusively by beneficiary associations 
and fraternal 
beneficiary 
associa­ 
tions, as well as an additional per- 
lonal property exemption of $ I no for 
each member of the national guard. 
These laws are clearly unconsti­ 
tutional and fail to accomplish the 
purpose for which they were enacted. 
As already stated, the legislature has 
no authority, either directly or indi­ 
rectly, to exempt property or persons 
from taxation except as authorized 
by the constitution, it is held by the 
b gal departm ent of the state that a 
legislative enactm ent attem pting to 
do so is null and void. 
The consitutional provision relat­ 
ing to personal property 
exemption 
leaves it optional with the legisla­ 
ture to decide w hether there shall 
or shall not be any such exemption, 
and if any, the am ount thereof, not 
exceeding 
if 200. 
The 
legislature 
may also determine w heth er the ex­ 
emption shall apply to each house­ 
hold, individual or head of a family. 
The present exemption of HOO a p ­ 
plies to each individual subject to a 
personal property assessment. 
There is considerable abuse of the 
personal property exemption in some 
districts of the state.

to see half a dozen sailors lined up or. 
deck facing tile paint work, holding 
their hammocks on their shoulders. At 
first the hammock isn’t heavy, but aft 
er an hour or so it drag* on one’s 
shoulders like lead. 
Besides, it is not 
at all entertaining to stare fixedly ut a, 
square foot of painted woodwork for 
an bour or more at a time. 
Another punishment that Jack de­ 
spises is bailing with a spoon. 
Ile is i 
placed upon the fleck, with two large I 
wooden buckets, one tilled with water 
and Hie other empty. 
With a spoon he 
must dip all the water from one buck 
et and transfer it to the other, being 
meanwhile the butt of his comrades’ 
jests and Jeers. 
Sometimes a delinquent is made to 
walk slowly backward and forward 
along the deck, nursing in his arms a 
six inch projectile, weighing a little 
over IOO pounds. 
Once a sailor who

It W as Convenient W hen C reditors Be­ 
earn* Too Insistent. 
In the year 1848 or thereabout, be­ 
ing worried by duns In Paris, Balzac 
took lodgings in Pussy, then a village 
in the environs, at a house in the Rue 
Basse. 
There is 
little 
remarkable 
about the front of the bouse. 
It is 
just a plain, white, two storied French 
dwelling of a hundred years ago or of 
today for that matter. 
But at the back is a garden, and at 
the bottom of tile garden is a doorway 
leading into one of the oldest lanes in 
tile world, from the look of it. 
Truly, 
this ruelle, with its crumbling walls of 
stone and plaster, its ivy aud its shade 
of overhanging trees, is as happily de­ 
void of suggestions of modern “im­ 
provements” as anything to be found 
within the suburbs of Paris. 
By means of this byway Balzac, 
when insistent voices from within the 
house reached his ears as he worked 
in his little pavilion at the end of the 
garden, could avoid the unpleasantness 
of an interview with any holder of the 
overdue bills which throughout his life 
were the only tangible results of his 
experiments as a printer and type­ 
founder.

every forest tire sta rtin g w ithin 300 
yards of their rights of way and in 
the event it gets beyond control their 
men m ust tight it for a t least IO 
miles, being also responsible for the 
cost of tile work and the resultant 
dam age to public and private proper­ 
ty. 
Tile foregoing is embodied in an 
order issued by Clyde Leavitt, chief 
lire inspector for tile board of rail­ 
way commissioners, effective on the 
Canadian 
Pacific line, and on the 
G rand Trunk and Canadian N orthern 
lines. 
Ane railroads are ordered to patrol 
the fire districts regularly, going over 
the road from two to four times daily, 
the men being employed by the com­ 
panies. 
The departm ent of the in ­ 
tl rior has appointed an inspector, 
whose duty it is to see that the work 
is carried on properly. 
Velocipedes 
will be used in the northern districts 
of the province, the fire rangers going 
over their patrols 30 m inutes after 
tne passing of each train. 
A h un­ 
dred men will be required to do the 
work. 
Tile companies have also been ad ­ 
vised to in stru ct passengers to assist 
in the work of m inimizing the danger 
from forest fires by refraining from 
throw ing lighted cigars or cigarettes 
I rom trains.
